The group radioed for help and 


reinforcements were sent to

rescue. The French reported 10 
legionnaires 
killed and

wounded in the early hours of the 
battle, which was still going 
on 


this morning. Rebel losses were 
put at hour dead. 


A raid last 
night 
in Algiers, 


where attackers 
sprayed pistol 


fire into cafes and bars, was fatal 
to four Europeans. Eleven

were wounded. Troops and 
police 


killed two of the 
attackers 
and 


captured two. 


The action 
erupted yesterday 


with the ambush of a legion con- 
boy.

The convoy of about 100 soldiers 


and five vehicles radioed it was 
hit in midafternoon and had suf- 
fered losses.

day received an honorary de- 
gree from Oxford, one of the 
world's 
most 
distinguished 


universities. 


Tears filled the eyes of the 


former U. S. President 
when

Halifax, 
chancellor of 
"the 
university, conferred 
the 


degree of doctor of civil laws 
with this eulogy: 


"Truest of allies, direct in 


your speech and in your writ- 
ings, and ever a pattern 
of 


simple courage." 


Truman smiled, choked up 


and then quickly whipped out 
a handkerchief and blew 
his 


nose. 


"Never, never in my life," 


whispered to a 
reporter, 


"did I ever 
think I'd be a 


Yank at Oxford." 


He had explained to 
corre- 


spondents 
that his 
father's 


business reverses had prevent- 
ed him from going to univer- 
sity after a boyhood on a Mis- 
souri farm. 


Asked by a reporter how 


many honorary 
degrees he 


had received Truman replied: 


"My God, I must have a

rang with applause as the de- 
gree was conferred. It swelled

Says Farmers 
Have Plenty 
Inctusement 


June 51, 


, Va. MV- Undersecre- 


tary of Agriculture True D. Morse 
said today that American farmers 
have more inducements than ever 
befote to rebuild the productive 
capacities of the their land. 


"Their government," he said, 


"is offering cash help, tax relief. 
technical 
guidance 
as 
well 
as 


other forms of. assistance. 


"Fat-sighed farmers will 
fully 


restudy their farm and 'ranch man- 
agement plans before laying out 
their crop programs for 1957 and 
the years ahead. There is great 
opportunity to build savings and 
b&hking accounts in their land for 
their future security and prosper- 


ity." 


Morse gave this picture of farm- 


ing possibilities in a speech pre* 
pared for a meeting of the Joint 
Committee on Grassland Farming 
and the American Society of Ag- 
ricultural Engineering. 


The undersecretary said the new 


soil bank program—with its an- 
nual offer of Sl.200,000,000 In pay- 
ments to farmers—provides a ve- 
hicle for rebuilding crop land and 
forests to meet needs of the fu- 
ture. He said those needs 20 years 
from now may be 
30 per 
cent 


greater than today.
